This is the way to make soap hub- 


bies as bitf a.s the biggest pumpkin you 
ever saw and so "tough" that they will 
roll about over the carpet for ever so 
many minutes before they think of 
breaking. Into a pint of warm water 
shave a piece of brown laundry soap 
about an inch square containing a #ood 
proportion of lye. When this is thor- 
oughlv dissolved add a labiespoonfui 
of gum arabic and stir till melted. Then 
a teaspoonful of glycerin is necessary. 
and lastly a quart of cold water. If the 
bubble makers are not very little peo- 
ple and know how to keep the water 
out of their mouths, wonderfully col- 
ored bubbles can be made by separat- 
ing this mixture into cups and adding a 
pinch of 
different diamond dyes to 


eacb. Rut for little people strawberry 
or .-urrant juice for pink bubbles and 
orange juice for yellow are perhaps 
safer. The lye in the soap plus the 
glycerin increases the brilliancy of the 
bubbles and the gum i^ives them elas- 
ticity. Hot water is necessary to dis- 
solve the various ingredients, but un- 
less cold water is added they expand 
and break too rapidly in the blowing 
process., A curious pipe that will blow 
several bubbles at one time can he ob 
tained from any kindergarten supply 
house.
